Daily Worker: 

Over a month ago, on April 2, the 
Daily Worker printed the Central 
Committee call for the National Nom- 
inating Convention, together with 
the demands for the campaign. 


Comrade Hathaway, in an article 
in the Daily Worker of April 25, says 
concerning these demands that the 
Central Committee instructed the 
Districts that they were “to be used 
unchanged. At the same time we 
emphasized the need, while using the 
demands, to widely explain and 
popularize these slogans in our 
speeches and articles.” 


How are the instructions to “widely 
explain and popularize” being carried 
District 2, is that not only are not 
out? My experiance in Section 1, 
District 2, is that not only not these 
-instructions being carried out, but 
that some leading comrades in our 
section do not understand some of 
the most important demands raised 


by the Central Committee For ex-| 


ample, in an informal discussion a 
leader in unemployed work stated 
that he did not know what demand 
No. 1 means. He wanted to know 
why the Party had abandoned the de- 
mand for insurance at full wages. 
Others including myself also would 
like to now whether this demand has 
been abandoned. If such confusion 
exists among our leading comrades 
what are we to expect among the 
rank and file let alone the non-party 
masses? 


Need Written Explanation 
How is this situation to be ac- 
counted for? I think that it is because 
we have never had in the Daily 
Worker, Communist, or in pamph- 
let form a clear statement of what 


these six demands Mean. A unit dis- 
cussion is insufficient. Every active 
party member must have a copy of 
such a statement which he can keep 
and’ continually refer to. 

Comrades will no doubt say that 
there have been two explanatory 
statements, first the one by Comrade 
Hathaway quoted above and second 
the “Proposed National Election Plat- 
form” printed in the Daily Worker 
on April 28. 

Comrade Hathaway's article helps 
to clear up certain problems but it is 
in no sense a complete explanation in 
the demands and explains the dif- 
ference in formulation but very evi- 
dently was not intended as a com- 
plete explanation.

Like others of the editors 
contributing to this series 
of attacks on Communism 
organized by the N. A. A. 
C. P. assistant hangmen of 
the Negro masses, Mr. 
Young finds himself forcéd 
to admit the growing in- 
fluence of the Communist 
Party among the toiling 
Negro masses. It is this fact that alarms Mr. 
Young, not the frightful oppression of the Ne- 
gro masses by the white ruling class. Mr. Young 
admits that for the Negro masses capitalism (or 
what he calls “traditional American condi- 
tions”) means “race prejudice, economic semi- 
enslavement, lack of equal opportunity, and dis- 
crimination of all sorts.” He likewise admits 
that the Communist Party opposes all this, that 
the Communist Party practices true -interna- 
tionalism, promotes working-class solidarity and 
wages a relentless fight against the national op- 
pression of the Negroes and for unconditional 
equal rights for the Negro people. He writes: 

“The Communists in America have com- 
mendably contended for and have practiced 
equality of all races, and in their many act- 
ivities, have accepted Negroes into their ranks 
in both high and lowly positions; more, they 
have dramatized the disad¢antages of the Ne- 
gro by walking in a body out of a jim-crow 
Pittsburgh hospital (not a hospital but the 
Monagahela Hotel—J. W. F.), by aiding ejected 
tenement dwellers, and in industrial strikes 
directed by them fighting against the. prac- 
tice of excluding Negroes from labor unions. 
All these accomplishments go to the credit side 
for the Communists.” 

Mr. Y6dung’s statement that the Communist 
Party has “accepted” Negroes into its ranks, 
and “aids” evicted Negro workers, reflects the

NEW YORK.—The workers now engaged in 
the collection of signatures which will place the 
Communist candidates on the ballot, are daily 
learning of the corruption of capitalism. In the 
City of New York, and particularly in working- 
class neighborhoods such as the lower East Side, 
flagrant examples of fraud and trickery are daily 
uncovered. 

At 223 East Second Street, there is an old 
dilapidated bath house which the City Board 
of Elections (in its List of Registered Voters), 
_predits with seventeen “registered voters.” Bath 
, saws poolrooms, bawdy-houses can boast of 
registrations of “voters” that are amazing in 
numbers. 

It is no less surprising, when we consider the 
fraud of American democracy, to learn that 
the bosses will not only fake, steal and void 
votes;- but that large sections of the working 


class are almost completely disfranchised; de- _ 


nied the right to vote. 

Here, in the fact that the Negro is Darred 
from the polls in the South; that the Seamen 
cannot vote; that large sections of the unem- 
ployed, too, cannot vote; is further revealed the 
class character of bourgeois democracy in the 
United States of America. 

Negro Can’t Vote 

Heywood Broun has stated that the 14th and 
15th amendments (bestowing citizenship upon 
the Negro) is not enforcable. In this position 
Mr. Broun is not alone. There is not a single 
socialist leader who proposes any way to stop 
the brutal hunger and terror employed by the 
white ruling class against militant Negro work<- 
ers. 

When we contrast this program of betrayal 
with the militant actions of the Communist 
Party, in the organization of the Negro and 
white sharecroppers in Camp-Hill, Alabama; 
with the splendid struggles for unemployment 
relief in Chicago, District and Cleveland, involy- 
ing thousands of Negro workers; in arousing 
the working masses to the defense of the Nine 
Scottsboro Boys, against the vicious lynch ver- 
dict; only then can we understand the role of 
the Socialist party, as the main social suppo 
of the bourgeoisie. 

The position of our enemies on this burning 
question is only part of the picture. To com- 
plete the picture, we must SEE, on one side 
of the barricades, Wall Street, and the big

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The Political Situation in Ireland

DUBLIN, Ireland (By Mail).—William T. Cos- 
grave and his “Association of the (Boiled-Shirt- 
ed Gael” have been booted out after ten years 
of office. Eamonn de Valera and his “Soldiers 
of Destiny,” the “left” opposition party of the 
bourgeoisie, haye risen. to power. - And the Irish 
working Class, in the .persons.of two Commu- 
nist Candidates in Dublin, has emerged as a def- 
initely independent political force. 

These are the chief results of the Free State 
General Election, now concluded here. And all 
of them reflect the deepening of the economic 
crisis, the leftward swing of the workers and 
small farmers, and the rumbling discontent and 
restlessness of the petty-bourgeoisie. . 

Consider Cumannan -Gaedheal’s foul ten-year 
record. The party which had sold out the na- 
tional struggle and made its peace with British 
imperialism, it built up the Free State by slash- 
ing the standard of living of every section of 
the working population. Unemployment jumped, 
while workless pay dropped. Under its rule the 
bosses in every industry hammered both wages 
and working conditions. The agricultural worker 
was reduced to penury; the small farmers sank 
further into debt. Civil: servants, teachers and 
even the police all came under the lash. Co-
